withall, that my maſteris gone out oftowne, and will * 
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him fo come hither towards the Euening, with pꝛomiſe that 3 
will let him in, and conuey him ſo ſecretly inta pour Chamber, 
that pou ſh ail know nothing thereof: At what time you muſt 
ſeme to bie highly offended, and if you be wiſe, pon will make 
him buy his pleaſure with ſome Coſt, which will cauſe him to e⸗ 
ſteemne the moꝛe ot vou; tell him that you will crie out, and then 
doe vou call mee: y hpndling jim thus, I canaſſure voa, that 
rou ſhall get moze of him, then if you had yteldes at the ſtrit. 
All this while will haue in my keeping that which hee will 
glue youzfo2 he hath appointed to deliver it me to moꝛzrow, and 
J will make him belieue, that vou would by no meanes take it. 
But when the matter is bꝛought to this paſſe, then wil I make 
ſhewe to offer you his gift beſoze him, telling vou, that he is wil⸗ 
ling to beſtowe it on you , to bu pou a Gowae-cloth withall; 

Then muſt pon chide, and ſeeme lo be angrie with mee fo; recets 
uing it, charging mee to deliuer it backe againe to him, but bs 
(ure J will lay it vp ſafe enough. Well deuiſed wench(ſaith the 

Miltres) n am content it chall be ſo, This plot being thus laid, 
the ccafty wonch goes p2eſently to finde out this iollx Gallant, 
whaſe firſt wo2d is: What newes 2? 

Now in god faith Dy2 (ſaith ſhee,) the matter is no further 
fozwards, then if it wers yet to to beginne; yet becauſe I haue 
medled ſo tarre in it, ⁊ would be loth i ſhould not bꝛing it about, 
fo2 J feare that ſhee will complaine of mee to her Huſband and 
Fciends : but it I could perſwade her by any meaues to receiue 
pour gifts, then oat of queſtion the matter were diſpatcht ; and 
in god faith zle trie once inoze 2 J haue one god helpe, and 
that is this: my aiſter (as 7 tolde pou befoze) will not giue 
ber a news Gowne , at which vnkindeneſſe , ſhee ſtozmes 
mightilie. 

The hotte Louer hearing this, giues her pzeſently twentie es 
Crownes foz her god will,wherevpon thee ſpeakes thus: Jn... 
god faith Sv know not howit commeth to paſſe, but ſure J ges, and 
am, J neuer did ſo mach fo2 auy man befo2e, as I haue done ſooue got. 
heergin fo2 vou: Pee ſ& Sp2, what daunger I haue put my 
ſelle in fo; your ſake; Foz if my Maiſter ſhoulo haue any incks 
ling of it, J were yttecly a” vet fozyou 1 Eun 
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a little further: 3 know ſhe loues you well, and as god happe is 
my Maiſter is not now in towne,ifyou therefoze wil be about 
the dwꝛes towards ſire of the Clocke at night will tet you in, 
and ſo conney you ſecretly into my <H1ittres chamber, who doth 
lle pe very ſoundly; fo2 you know lhe is but young), being there 
I could wiſh you goe to bed fo her, and fe; the reſt vou nee de not 
(A truſt)any tutoz: 3 pꝛoteſt that 3 kngw no other meanes fo; 
the compaſſing of this matter, perhaps it will fadge: Foz it is a 
great matter, when a Louer and his M iſtres are both together 
naked and in the darke, which doth helpe foꝛward a Womang 
conceit,to that which in the day time perhaps ſhe would hardly 
graunt, O mylweet friend ( qd. he) fo2 this kindnes my Purſe 
thall be at thy command. To be ſho2t,night comes, he is there 
acco2ding to pꝛomiſe, whom the ſtraight conueyes into her p is 
ftrelfe chamber; then he pꝛeſently vnclothes hinſelfe,and ſteps 
ſoftly into her Bedde, and being once in, he begins to embzace 
her: hereat (ſhe that ſ@mes till then aſl&gpe)ftarts vp on a ſud» 
den, and with afearfull voyte aſks who is there? It is J ſweet 
Miſtres (ſaith he) feare nothing. Ah qv. ſhe) thinke you to pꝛe⸗ 
uaile thus: Mo, no, and with that ſhe makes asthogh che would 
riſe, and tall her maide,whoanſweres not a wo2d ; but alas foz 
pittie,like an vndutifull ſeruant leaues her at her greateſt nœd. 
She therefoze (god woman) ſeeing that ſhee is fozſaken; ſapes 
with a figh,Ah me. ambetraid: then begin they a font battell, 
Ve v2ging his aduantage, ſhee faiutly reſiſting , but alas what 
can a naked woman do againſt a reſolute Louer: there is theres 
foze no other remedie, but that at length ( poꝛe ſoule,) being ont 
of bꝛeath with ſtriuing, ſhe mult nedes veelde to the ſtronger; 
thee would faine haue cried out (God wot ) had itnot beene fo2 
feare of diſcredit ; fo2 thereby her name might haue bin bzought 
in queſtion,therefoze all things conũidered, ſhe doth vnwilling⸗ 
ly God knowes, let him ſupplie her huſbands plate, garniſhing 
his temple, foꝛ pure god will, with Acteons badge. Thus hath 
the got a newe Gowne, which her god man refuſed fo giue her, 
to bleare whoſe eyes, and kepe him from ſuſpition, ſhe gets her 
mother in her Huſbands ſight, to bꝛing home the tloch and giue 
it her, as though it were her colt; and leaſt alſo ſhe ſhould ſuſpea 
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any thing, ſhe makes her belieue ſhe bought it with the money 
which the got by ſelling odde commodities which her Huſband 
knewenot of; But it may be (and oft happens ſo) that the Mo⸗ 
ther is pziuy to the whole matter, and a furtherer thereof : After 
this Gowneſhee mult haue anot her, and two oz tha filkenem- 
bꝛothered gyꝛdles, and other ſuch coſtly knacks, which the Yuſ- 
band ſæing, will in the end ſuſped ſom what, and begin to doubt 
of his wiyes honeſtie, 0; thall perhaps reteiue ſome aduertiſe- 
ment hereof from ſame Friend o2 Kinſman; foz no ſuch matter 
can be long kept cloſe, but in the end wil by ſome means oz other 
be made knowne and diſcouered: Then falls he into a frantick 
vaine of Jealoufie, watching his Miues cloſe packing; and fo 
the better finding of it out, her comes home on a ſudden about 
midnight, thinking then to diicouer all, and yet perhappes may 
mille his purpoſe. Another time comming in at vnawares he 
ſeeth ſome thing that he likes not, and then in a Furie falles on 
railing, but be ſure that ſhe anſwers him home, not veelding an 
inch vnto him; fo2 beſides the adaantage of the fight which is 
waged by her owne truſtie weapon (her Tongue JI meane) thee 
knowing wit hall that ſhe is of better birth, hits him in the teth 
therewith, and thꝛeatens him to tell her Friends how hardly he 
doth vſe her. To be ſhoꝛt, the pe man ſhall neuer haue gad 
day with her, but either with thought of her incontinencie, oz it 
he ſreake to her, he is boꝛne de lone with ſcolding lies and deſpi⸗ 
ed ok his owne Seruants his ſtate tunnes to ruine, his wealth 


det ay es, hi: body dꝛies vp, and weates away with griefe; Bee 


gre wes deſpcrats at dcatelefie. Thus is hee plunged in Lobs 
pound, wearied in a wozldof diſcentents, wherin notwithſtan⸗ 
ding he takes delight, hauing no deũre to chaunge his ſtate, but 
rather if he were out, and knewe what would follew, yet would 


he neuer reſt till he had gotten in againe, there to ſpend and end 


(as now he mult) his life in griefe ans miſerie. 
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The Humor. of a Woman that ſtrives 
40 mailter her Husband 


ITE next — inherevercs a W oman is addicted; i when 
the Puſband hath got a faire young Mile, who is pꝛoper 
and fine, in whome hee takes great delight , yet perhaps ſhe is 
bent altogether to croſſe, andthwart : the man being ofa kinde 
and milde nature, lowing hersntierly, and maintaines her as 
well as he can, notwit hitanding her frowardneſſe: It may be 
alſo that ſhe hath care of his credite and honeſtie, and doth ab- 
hogre ſuch leaudneſſe, as ſhee of whome we ſpake befo2e did vſe, 
pet hathſheencuertheleſſe an ertreame deſtre ol Soueraigntie, 
(which is anolone a common fault amongſt Mome rand to be 
her Huſbands commaunder, and a buſie medler in his matters; 
be hee a Judge, a Nobleman,o2 Gentleman, che will take vpon 
her to giue ſenfence, and anſwere Outers, and whatſoener thee 
doeth he muſt ſtand to it. 

This is, (z ſap) a generall imperfection of Women, de they 
neuer ſo honeſtly, neuer ſo kindly vſed, and haue neuer fo much 
wealth and eaſe, to ſtriue foꝛ the Bꝛeches, and be in odde con- 
trarie humours, of purpoſe to keepe her Yuſband in continu⸗ 
all thought and care how to pleaſe her. 

Ve gets him vp betimes in the moꝛzning, leauing her in Bed, 
to take her eaſe, while hee ſtirres abont the houſe and diſpat⸗ 
cheth his buũnes, loks ts the ſeruants that they lopter not, eau⸗ 
ſeth Dinner to be made readie, the Cloth to be laide, and when 
all thinges are ready, he ſends one to deſire her to tome downe, 
who bꝛings backe anſwere that ſhe is not diſpoſed to Dine. No 
(ſaith he) will neither ſit do wne, noꝛ eate a bit till ſhe be here 
So receining his ſecond meſſage by his Paid, o: perhaps by one 
of his childzen,replyes thus; Go tell him againe tha! 3 will not 
dine to day. Ye hearing this, is not yet ſatiſſied, but ſends likes 
wiſe the third time, and in the ende goes himſelfe, and thus be⸗ 
ging. Yow now, what ayles you TWiſe,that you will eate no 
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meats +. hereto the anſweres not a woꝛd. The pe man mars 
uels to ſe her in this melancholy dumpe, (although perhaps 
ſhe hath plaid this pageant many times befoze) and vſeth al 
enticatie he map, to knowe of ber the cauſe thereof: but in 
vaine, fo2 indeed there is no cauſe at all, but snelya mere moc⸗ 
kerie : Sometunes ſhe will perſiſt ſa obſtinately in this humoꝛ, 
that fo2 all the perſwations and kindneſſe that he tan vſe, the 
will not come. Soinecimes it map be ſhe will, and then he 
mutt leade her by the hand like a bꝛide, and ſet her chaire rea- 
die fo2 her, meane while it is ſo long befoze he can get her 
downe,. that the meate is cold when it comes to the table; 
Being ſet, the will not eate one bit, and he ſering that (like a 
kinde Alle) will faff likewiſe: whereat the (miles inwardly, 
hauing bought him ſo to her bows, firſt in croſſing him, then 
in making him to alt from dinner: wherein (to ſay the truth) 
the hath reaſon, foꝛ what needes a woman to ſœke his fauour, 
who doth alreadie loue her, and ſhew her all the kindnes that 
he can. Dometimes the god man ryding abzoad about his 
buſineſe, metes with two oz thae of his friends, with whom 
porhaps he hath ſome dealiugs, and hath bene long acquain- 
ted with them: Jt may be alſo that he inuites them home to 
his honſe, as one friend will doe to another, and ſends his 
man befo2e to his wife to make all things readie in the beſt 
ſoz? that ſhe can fo2 their entertainment: the paze ſeruing⸗ 
man gallops in ſach haſt, that both hiniſelfe and his hoꝛſe is all 
on a ſweate, when he comes home he doth his arrand to his 
miſtrelle, telling her withall that the gueſts which his maifter 
bꝛings are men of god account. Now by myfaith (ſaith the) 
J will not meddle in it, he thinkes belike that I haue nothing 
elſe to doe, but dꝛudge about to pꝛepare banquets foꝛ his com⸗ 
panions, hs ſhould haue come himlelfe with a vengeance; and 
why did he not? Fozſoth (ſaith the ſeruant)-3 know not, but 
thus he bad ine tell you.Go fo (ſaith ſhe) you are a knaue that 
meddles iu moꝛe matters then you haue thanke fo2. The poꝛe 
fellow hearing this holds his peate, he in a fume flings dp into 
her chamber, aud which is wozſe, ſends out her ſeruants, 
ſome one way, ſome another: as foz her maydes, they — 

their 
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their leſſon taught them well enough, knowing by cuſtome 
how to behaue themſelues to wearie their maiſter: well, he 
comes home to his afo2eſaid friends, calls pꝛeſently fo2 ſome of 
his ſeruants: but one of the maides make anſwere, of whom 
he demaunds whether all things be readie : In god faith fir 
my miſtreſſe is very ficke, and here is no body elſe can doe 
any thing: with that he being angry, leades his friends into 
the hall, oz ſome other place acco2ding to his eſtate, where he 
findes neither firemade, no2 cloath laide. Judge then in what 
a taking he is, although it may be that his friends pertei⸗ 
ned by the fending of his man, that his commaundements 
were not of ſuch fozce as an att of parliament. The god man 
being aſhamed, calls and gapes, firſt fo2 one man then fo2 an 
other, and yet fo2 all this there comes none, except it be the 
ſcullion o2 ſome chare woman, that doth vſe his houſe, 
whom his wife hath left there of purpoſe, becauſe thee knew 
they could ſerue to dos nothing. Being herewith not a 
little moued, vp he goes into his wines chamber, and thus 
ſpeakes vnto her: Gods pꝛecious woman, why haue pe not 
done as J wild ye 2 Why (ſaith ſhe) vou appoint ſo many 
things to be done that J know not what to doe. Befoꝛe God 
(faith he) and with that ſcratches his head, you haue done 
me a greater diſpleaſure then you thinke: theſe are the dea⸗ 
reſt friends that J haue, and now here is nothing to ſet be- 
foze them. Why (quoth ſhe) what would pon haue me to 
doe? 3wis if pou caſt pour cards well, you ſhall finde that 
we haue no ntede to make banguets : 73 would fo God you 
were wiſer, but ſith you will needes be fo luſtie, euen goe 
thzough with it pour ſelfe on Gods name, fo2 Ile not meddle 
with it. But what the diuell ment ye (ſaith he) to ſend all the 
ſeruants abꝛoad e Why (quoth ſhe) what did know that yeu 
ſhould nerde them now: pet did ſhe knew it wil! enough, and 
had of purpoſe ſent them fozth on ſieeueleſſe arrands, the moze 
to anger and deſpight him: who ſeeing that he can pꝛeusile 
nothing, giues over talking to her, and gets him dotwwnc in a 
bitter chafe : fo2 it may be that his gueſtes be of ſuch ac⸗ 
count, and he ſo much beholding vnto them, that he had rather 
haue 
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haue ſpent a hundzedcrownes then it ſhould ſo haue fallen out. 
But ſhe cares not a whit, being wel! aſſared, that howſoeuer 
the thwatts him, he wilt hold his hands, and in ſcolding the 
knctvcs her ſelfe ts be the better. To be thozt, the poꝛe man 
being vered, w:th ſhame and anger, runnes vp and downe the 
houſe, gets as many ot his ſeruants together as he tan: Jf 
his pꝛouiſion be but lender at home, he ſendes p:eſently as 
bꝛoad, in the meane while he calles fo2 a cleane towcll, the 
beſt table cloath, and wꝛought napkins. But the maide an- 
ſweres him that he can haue none. Then vp to his wite 
goes he againe , and tels her that his friends doe intreate 
ber to come downe and bare them companie, ſhewing her 
what a ſhame it is, and how diſcourteoufly they will take 
it ifſhe come not: And finally, he vſcth all the faireſt ſpeches 
that he can to hauehercome, and to welcome and entertaine 
then; fo2 his credites ſake. Nay in faith (quoth ſhe) J will 
not come, they are to great ſtates foz my companie, and no 
doubt they would ſcoꝛzne a pe woman as à am: It maybe 
the will goe, but in ſuch ſozt, and with ſuch a countenance, 
that it had bene better foz him ſhe had not come at all, foz 
his friends will ſomewhat perteiue by her lakes, and geſture, 
that howſacuer they be welcome tothe god man, the had ra- 
ther haue their rome then their company. But if ſhe refuſe 
to come (as it is the moꝛe likely) then will he aſke her fo2 the 
beſt towell, table: cloth and napkins. Napkins (quoth the) as 
though thoſe that be abꝛoad alteadie be not god enough fo2 
greater and better men then they are: when my b2other oz 
any of my kinſmen come, which are Jwis their equals in eues 
ry reſpea, they can be content to be ſerued with them: but were 
theſe your gueſtes nenef ſo great, pet could J not now fulfill 
pour requeſt, though my life ſhauld lie on it: fo2 ence moꝛning h lyer lyer 
J haue loſt my keyes of the great cheſt where all the linnen — 
lies: J p2ap you bid the maide loke fo2 them, fo2 in god truth 
J know not what J haue done with them, andnomaruell, fo2 
J haue ſo much to doe, that 3 know not how to beſfir my ſelſe: 
well J wotte, J haue ſpopled my ſelfe with continuall care and 


trouble. ; 
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Now in god faith (quoth he) vou haue dꝛeſt me fairely, but 
it is no matler: Befoze God tle bzeake open the cheſt, Holo 
ſurely then (quoth ſhe) you ſhj all doe a great ad, 3 would ſaine 
ſe you doe it, J would fo2z my part you would bꝛeake all the 
cheſtes in the houſe, The pie man hearing her in thele 
termos,knowes not well what to doe, but takes that which he 
next lightes on, and thcrefoze ſhifts as well as he can: he caus 
ſeth his gueſtes to fit dowae at the table, and becauic the beere 
then a'bzoach is on tilt, and therefoze not very god, he 
bids one of the ſeruants bzoach a aew barrell and fill ſome 
freſh dzinke, but then there is neither tap noꝛ ſp'aget to be 
found, fo2 his wife of purpoſe hath hidden them out of the 
way. Towards the end of the dinner he cals fo: chœſe, and 
fruite, but there is none in the houſe, ſa that he is faine to 
ſend to the neighbours fo2 the ſame, oz elſe be vtterly deſti- 
tute : meane while his boy being at the table with the gueſtes, 
at laſt tels thein how his miſtreſſe faines her ſelfe ſicke, be⸗ 
cauſe fhe is not pleaſed with their maiſters comming. Mell 
when bed tiine comes, he can get no _ ſhetcs no2 pillows 
beeres, becauſe fozſwth the Reyes are laſt, ſo that they muſt 
be content to lie in thoſe that be foule, and haue bene long lame 
in. The next moꝛning they get them gone betimes, ſeeing by 
the god wiues countenance that they are nothing welcome. 
By the wap their Lackies tell them what the Gentlemang 
boy repozted,whereat they laught hartily, yet finde theraſelues- 
agreeued, vowing neuer ta be his aneſt any moꝛe. The huſband 
alſo, getting him vp betimes in the moꝛning, goes pꝛeſently to 
his wife, and thus begins: By Jeſus wife, I muſe what you 
meane to vſe me thus. know not how to liue with you. Then 
the replies ſaying: Now God foz his mercy, am I ſo troubles 
ſome? God wot Jam euery day (poꝛe ſoule) troubled with- 
keping pour hogs, pour gefe; yaurchickens, Imult card, F 


mult ſpin, «continually kepe the houſe, loke to the ſeruants, 


and neuer fit till, but toyling vp and downe to fozten tiny 
dates, and make me die befoꝛe my time, and pet J cannot haue 


one houres reſt, oꝛ quietnes with you, but you are alwaies 
b:awling,x doe nothing your ſelfe, but ſpend e waſt your gods 
and 
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and mine with odde Companious. What odde Companions 
(ſaich hee) as though you knowe not that theſe are ſuch men, as 
can either much further, oꝛ much hinder me: It is a ſigne that 
you deale very well, that you muſt ſtand in diſtruſt of ſuch per- 
ſons. Berevpon, ſhre takes occaſion to raite and ſcolde oll the 
dap long; the man being wearted with her waiwaroneſſe,and 
Age (being haſted with griefe and ſozrow)doth vnawares ouer⸗ 
take him. 152icfly, he is in euery reſpect wꝛelched: but ſuch is 
his follie, that hee reckons his paines pleaſure, and would not 
though he might be agaiae at libertie, out of Lobs Pound, oꝛ if 
he would it is now tw late; foz he muſt of oe continue there, 
in Cate, Thought, and Pilerie , till Death make an ende of 
him and the:n together. 


4 The humor of acouctous minded 
Woman, 


T He next humoꝛ belonging to a Woman is, when the Puſs 
band is matched to a modeſt ciuil woman, who is nothing 

giuen to hat thwarting and croſſing humour whereof J 
ſpakebefoze, But be ſhe god 02 bad, this is a generallrulema- 
ny wines hold and ſtedfaſtly delieue, that their owne Huſbands 
are wozft of all others. Jt oft happens that when they match to⸗ 
gether they are both young, F entertaine tach other with mutu⸗ 
all delights, ſo mach ag may be,fo2 a peare 02 two, oz longer; 
fill the vigoꝛ of youth grow colde. But the woman d2opes not 
ſo ſ@ne as the man; the reaſon whereof is, betauſe ſhe takes ng 
care,thonght,no2griefe,bzeakes not horflepe,and troubles not 
her headas hee doeth , bat doth wholly addict her thoughts to 
pleaſure and ſolace. J denie not, that when a Moman is with 
Childe, ſhee bives1nany times great paines, and is often veris 
ill at eaſe, and at the time vr her deliuerante, ſhee is fo2 the moſt 
part, not onely in erceding paine, but alſo in no leſſe daunger 
of death: But all this is nothing to the Buſbands troubles, 


on whaſe handes alone reſtes che whole charge, and waight of 
2 mains 
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maintaining the houſe, and diſpatching all matters, which is 


oftentimes intangled ſo with contionerfies, and ſo thwarted. 


with crolle foꝛtune, that the Poze man is toꝛmented wich all 
veration of minde. 

Being thus wearied, and as it were w52ne away with conti. 
nuall griefe, troublous cogitattons, teyie and trauell, haue no 
minde on any other pleaſure; whereas thee on the other ud. 1s 
as luſtie as euer ſhe was: means while his ſtoche decayes, and 
his ſtate growes woꝛſe and wozſe : and as that diminicheth, ſa 
muſt he perfoꝛce, ſhoꝛten her alowance, and maintenance, which 
is almoſt as great a Coꝛoſiue to her, as the ſoꝛmer. You map be 
well aſſured, that this change in him, makes her alſo change her 
countenance ; from irth and cheerelulnes, to lowaing elan⸗ 
chalie, ſæking otcaũons of diſagræments, and vſe them in ſuch 
ſoꝛt, that their fozmer loue and kindnes was not ſo great, as are 
now their bꝛawles, iarres, and diſco2ds, It doth alto oftetimes 
happen, that the Woman by this meanes waſtes and conſumes 
all, giuing leaudly away her Yuſbands gods , which hee with 
great paines and cares hath gotten. The Oed man, he goes 
euer way as neare as hee can, and warily containes himſelſe 
within his bounds, caſting vp what his pearely Reuenues ara, 
o2 what his gaine is by his pzofeflion,bee it archandize 02 o⸗ 
ther, and then what his expences be; which he finding greater 
then his co:mmings in, begins to bite the lip, and becomes very 
penſiue: his Mife and he being afterwards pꝛiuate together in 
their chamber, he ſpeakes thereof vnto her in this manner. Jn 
faith Mile, much maruel how it comes to paſſe that our gods 
goe away thus, know not how? y am ſure x am as carefullag 
a man can be, can not finde in my heart to beſtolw a neſu coate 
on my ſelfe;and all to ſaue monie. By my troth Huſband ſaith 
ſhe) A do as much maruell at it as vou: J am ſurefo2 mine owne 
parte, that 3 goe as neereinYouſekeping euery way as Ican. 

To be ſho2t,the phꝛe man not doubting his wile, noꝛ ſuſpec⸗ 
ting her ill carriage, alter long care and thought, concludes, that 
the cauſe thereof is his owne ill Foꝛtune, which kepes him 
dolvne, and croſſeth all his actions with confrary ſuccefſe,but it 


ma be that in pzoceſſeof time, ſome Friend ofhis(beingmoze- 
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ceare ſighted in the matter, perceining all goes not well, doeth 
pnuilp infoꝛme him thereot, who being aſtogiſhed at his report, 
gets him home with a heaute csuntenante which the dal ite ſee⸗ 
ing, and knowing herſe e gulltie, begins pzeſently to doubt the 
woꝛſt, and perhappes aclieth ſhzewdly at the authozs thereof: 
but ho wſceuer, ſyte will take ſuch an ozder, that ſhe will be ſure 
to eſtape thebzunt wellenough, 

The Sed man will not pꝛe ſentlpy make any woꝛdes hereof 
vnto her, but deferre if a while, and trie in the meane time, whe⸗ 
ther he tan (ol himſelfe gather anp further likelyhod; foz which 
purpoſe hee will tell her, that he muſt needes ride ſome tenne 03 
twelus miles ont df Towne, about ſome earneſt buſines.
